I'm  on  our  HOA  board  at  the  Bartlett  Building,  and  at  our  last  meeting  we  were  discussing  the  uptick  in  homeless  around  our  building.  We 
were  discussing  what  could  be  done,  and  a couple  board  members  had  different  recollections  about  what  we  could  and  could  not  do. 

If  I could  have  a moment  of  your  time  to  discuss  what  sorts  of  issues  we  can  cal  the  police  to  handle,  and  what  issues  the  security  team  of 
the  BID  is  authorized  to  handle,  that  would  be  keen. 

Mostly  our  questions  focus  around  the  issue  of  homeless  sleeping  in  the  doorways  of  vacant  storefronts.  One  Board  member  seems  to 
recall  something  about  the  Police  not  bothering  to  remove  people  from  doorways  unless  it  was  within  a certain  distance  of  an  open  and 
active  storefront.
